The concept of sustainable development acknowledges the 
importance of the environment in maintaining and improving 
health, as well as the significance of social and economic 
conditions. Achieving sustainable development will require 
concerted action by all sectors of Canadian society, including 
individuals, governments, the private sector and voluntary 
organizations. Everyone has a role to play. 


This document presents Health Canada’s first Sustainable 
Development Strategy, which outlines the Department’s approach 
to integrating sustainable development into its policies, programs 
and activities. This Strategy gives us a framework for action to 
strengthen sustainable development in Health Canada, so that we 
can contribute to preserving the ability of future generations to 
meet their needs. As we work to put sustainable development 
into practice, we move forward, we will learn and we will 
improve. 


Executive Summary 


Sustaining Our Health: Health Canada’s Sustainable Development 
Strategy describes how the Department will incorporate the concept 
of sustainable development into its operations - its policies, 
programs and activities. Concern for health and well-being is at the 
very heart of sustainable development and this concern is consistent 
with Health Canada’s mission “to help the people of Canada 
maintain and improve their health”. 


At the same time as the concept of sustainable development has been 
evolving, ideas about what makes human populations healthy have 
also been changing. Over the last two decades, there has been a 
growing awareness of the interrelated determinants (or factors) that 
contribute to population health. These are now recognized to include 
income and social status, social support networks, education, 
employment and working conditions, social environments, physical 
environments, personal health practices and coping skills, healthy 
child development, biology and genetic endowment, health services, 
gender and culture. 


Sustaining our Health begins to explore the relationship between 
sustainable development and health and presents an action plan for 
the Department to make progress on both of these concepts. In this, 
its first Sustainable Development Strategy, Health Canada has 
identified four strategic themes for its action plan: 


6 Promoting and Supporting Population Health: 
Opportunities to contribute to sustainable development 
through a population health approach and through our 
intention to more fully explore the linkages between 
population health and sustainable development, and to 
support healthy child and youth development. 


Identifying and Reducing Health Risks from the 
Environment: Opportunities to address health risks of 
environmental origin (toxic substances in the environment, 
food safety and nutritional quality, bioregional health effects, 
and environment-related diseases). 
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Strengthening Partnerships on Health, Environment and 
Sustainable Development: Opportunities for collaboration 
with other federal departments, provincial and territorial 
governments, First Nations and Inuit communities and 
organizations, as well as health professionals, health 
advocates, consumers and researchers. 


Integrating Sustainable Development into Departmental 
Decision-making and Physical Operations: Opportunities 
for the Department to become more responsive to 
sustainable development by clearly establishing 
responsibilities and accountability for sustainable 
development; and by ‘greening’ operations in its laboratories, 
hospitals, other health facilities, warehouses and offices. 


As background information, attached to the Strategy is Health 
Canada’s new report Health and Environment: Partners for Life. This 
report describes the environmental issues that are of particular 
concern to the health of Canadians. The report also provides 
information on actions that Health Canada and other agencies are 
taking to protect and promote health, and offers practical 
suggestions for what individuals can do to protect and enhance their 
own health. 


With this first Sustainable Development Strategy, Health Canada is 
hoping to initiate an ongoing discussion with its clients, partners and 
other stakeholders on sustainable development and health. By 
listening to, and incorporating the ideas and suggestions of others, 
Health Canada will be better positioned to prepare a new or revised 
Strategy for tabling in the House of Commons in the year 2000, 
consistent with the requirements of the amended Auditor General 
Act. 
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Sustaining Our Health 


1.1 Introduction 


In December 1995, the Auditor 
General Act was amended to require 
each federal department to prepare 
and table a Sustainable Development 
Strategy in the House of Commons by 
December 14, 1997. 


This is Health Canada’s first 
Sustainable Development Strategy, 
which describes how the Department 
will translate the concept of 
sustainable development into 
operational terms. The Strategy 
focuses on the Department's policies, 
programs and activities. 


Throughout the document there are 
text boxes that provide additional 
information. In addition, as 
background information, attached to 
the Strategy is the Department's new 
report Health and Environment: 
Partners for Life. This report 
describes the environmental issues 
that are of particular concern for the 
health of Canadians. 


1.2. Maintaining and 
Improving Health 


The Canadian health system is the 
envy of people around the world. 
Over the last fifty years, we have built 
a high quality system that provides 
equal access to health care for all 
Canadians - an impressive 
achievement when one considers 


the range of social, economic and 
political factors involved, as well as 
the challenges of Canada’s geography. 
In order to maintain and improve 
their health, Canadians need: 

: a strong national and 
publicly funded health 
system that recognizes the 
health needs and 
circumstances of different 
parts of the country; 


% an integrated health system 
that addresses the 
determinants of health and 
can adapt to the changing 
health needs of Canadians; 


“s a recognition of the need to 
manage risks to health while 
maintaining the capacity to 
respond to the health care 
needs of Canadians for 
treatment; 


* to take better control over 
their health; and 


E partnerships among all 
levels of government and 
agencies responsible for 
providing health care to 
Canadians. 
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Canada’s largely publicly funded 
health care system is commonly 
known as medicare. The ten 
provinces and two territories operate 
insurance schemes for hospital and 
medical care, which are linked 
through adherence to national 
principles embodied in the Canada 
Health Act. These principles are 
universality, comprehensiveness, 
accessibility, portability and public 
administration. 


A main objective of medicare is to 
encourage reasonably comparable 
health insurance programs and 
service levels across the country. 
Health Canada administers the 
Canada Health Act. The five 
principles of the Act are set out as 
criteria that provincial health 
insurance plans must meet in order 
for a province to qualify for its full 
federal transfers under the Canada 
Health and Social Transfer. 
Adherence to the principles ensures 
that medicare exhibits the same 
fundamental characteristics across 
the country, and provincial 
organization and delivery ensure 

| that health care systems are 
reflective of provincial priorities. 


| In addition, all provinces offer some 
health care benefits supplementary to 
medicare. Examples include drug 
coverage for the eiderly, dental care 
for children and home care. As 
such, the availability of these 
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services is not universal, charges 
may apply and links to and from 
services under medicare may vary 
across communities. 


Other considerations related to 
medicare include the factors that 
influence health care costs, service 
delivery to rural and remote regions, 
working to ensure that the health 
system is responsive to gender 
issues and women’s health, and 
helping to develop a better 
continuum of health care from 
prevention to service delivery. 


Principles of the _ 
Canada Health Act 


Universality of coverage to 100 
percent of the insured population on 
uniform terms and conditions; 


Comprehensiveness of coverage of 
health services provided by hospitals 
and medical practitioners; 


Accessibility of insured health 
services provided without barriers, 
including additional charges; 


Portability of coverage for insured 
persons when they move or travel 
within Canada or when they travel 
abroad; and 


Public Administration of the plan on 
a non-profit basis by a public 
authority. 


The five principles embodied in the 
Canada Health Act provide a solid 
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foundation for the future. They 
contribute to health services as one 
of the determinants in sustaining the 
health of Canadians. Efforts will 
continue to modernize and update 
the health care system so that it can 
continue to meet the health needs of 
Canadians into the 21st century. The 
Health Transition Fund ($150 million 
over three years) has recently been 
established by the federal 
government to allow the federal and 
provincial governments to explore the 
best ways of integrating the delivery 
of health services such as primary 
care, prescription drugs and home 
care to facilitate the effective use of 
both hospital and community-based 
care. 


Creating Healthier Individuals 
and Communities 


The Department helps Canadians to 
maintain and improve their health 
by working with its partners to 
implement population health 
strategies. The concept of 
population health (see Section 1.4) 
recognizes that further 
improvements in the health of the 
Canadian population and specific 
sub-groups will require actions that 
address the broad range of factors 
or determinants that influence 
health, including income and social 
status, social support networks, 
education, employment and working 
conditions, social environments, 
physical environments, personal 
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health practices and coping skills, 
healthy child development, biology 
and genetic endowment, health 
services, gender and culture. 


There are specific areas that warrant 
special attention. Health Canada will 
promote population health by 
facilitating action on the health and 
safety of children and youth and on 
issues such as safer sexual activity, 
healthy eating, healthy aging and 
violence. The Department will 
continue to protect the health of 
Canadians through the management 
of risks, especially those posed by the 
physical environment, through 
monitoring, surveillance and 
responses, when appropriate. This 
includes an enhanced capacity to 
anticipate and prevent new and 
emerging health risks and upgraded 
surveillance information on global 
issues, such as the spread of new or 
re-emerging infectious diseases and 
the role of international travel and 
migration in disease transmission. 
Health Canada, through population 
health strategies, is addressing issues 
related to the health of the First 
Nations and Inuit population. In the 
course of transferring control of 
health programs to First Nations 
and Inuit in cooperation with the 
provinces and territories, the 
Department ensures that the new 
Aboriginal health systems are 
integrated effectively within the 
broader Canadian context.

Enhancing Knowledge About 
Health 


High quality relevant knowledge is 
required to ensure that rational 
decisions are made with respect to 
health at the individual or collective 
level. This approach is known as 
‘evidence-based decision-making’. 
Evidence-based decision-making was 
defined by the National Forum on 
Health as “the systematic application 
of the best available evidence to the 
evaluation of options and decision- 
making in clinical, management and 
policy settings”. 


Health Canada has a leadership role 
to play in the development of an 
evidence-based health system. In 
some instances, we do not yet have 
the necessary knowledge and need to 
initiate research activities. In other 
cases, the information exists but is 
not available to the decision-maker in 
an appropriate form. There are real 
opportunities provided by our rapidly 
growing information society in 
disseminating and enhancing health 
knowledge at every level. In this 
regard, the Canadian Health 
Information System launched in the 
1997 Budget will be vital. 


1.3 Sustainable Development 
- An Evolving Concept 


In 1987, the report of the United 
Nations World Commission on 
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Environment and Development (the 


| Brundtland report, Our Common 


Future) focused attention on the 
concept of sustainable development 
and defined it as “development that 
meets the needs of the present © 
without compromising the ability of 
future generations to meet their own 
needs”. This definition is based on 
earlier work in Canada and other 
countries. 


By 1992, the concept of sustainable 
development had gained international 
acceptance and Canada, with over a 
hundred other countries, committed 
itself to the goal of sustainable 
development by signing Agenda 21 at 
the United Nations Conference on 
Environment and Development in Rio 
de Janeiro. Appendix A describes 
why sustainable development has 
become a global imperative. 


The federal government's A Guide to 
Green Government identifies the 
following core concepts of sustainable 
development. 


= Quality of Life: 
Canadians value many 
different aspects of their 
quality of life, including 
economic and social 
development and 
environmental quality. A 
strong economy allows us to 
pursue the social goals 
valued by Canadians, 
including health, education 
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and the ‘social safety net’. A 
healthy environment is 
necessary to meet our basic 
needs for food, air, water and 
shelter. 


. Integrated Decision- 
making: Sustainable 
development requires that 
environmental, social and 
economic considerations be 
taken into account in public 
and private sector 
decision-making processes. 
In particular, it requires the 
open and careful 
reconciliation of economic 
development, social needs 
and environmental quality 
through the use of the best 
available tools and full 
information. 


: Equity: Equity is central to 
the concept of sustainable 
development. This includes 
inter-generational equity, 
equity among all Canadians 
and equity among the nations 
and peoples of the world. 
Equity implies that everyone 
should have the means to 
meet his or her basic needs 
and that everyone has basic 
rights. 


Sustainable development recognizes 
that continued development is 
essential to maintain and improve 
human health and well-being. 


It is based on an appreciation of the 
need for the efficient and 
environmentally responsible use of 
natural resources, so that future 
generations will be able to meet their 
needs. In addition, sustainable 
development implies that any 
adverse effects of development, 
including any risks to health, such as 
the contamination of air, water, soil 
or food, are prevented, minimized or 
mitigated, taking into account 
environmental, economic and social 
factors (see Section 1.5). 


Human health and well-being are, or 
should be, crucial concerns for 
sustainable development. The 1992 
Rio Declaration on Environment and 
Development affirmed this idea when 
it stressed that human beings are at 
the center of concern for sustainable 
development and that they are 
entitled to a healthy and productive 
life in harmony with nature. Indeed, 
Chapter 6 of Agenda 21 states that 
sustainable development must 
protect and promote human health. 
This idea was also a major theme of 
the report of the World Health 
Organization Commission on Health 
and the Environment (1992) which 
stated that “The maintenance and 
improvement of health should be 
the center of concern about 
environment and development”. 


Concern for health and well-being is 
therefore at the very heart of 
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sustainable development. This 
concern for health is consistent with 
Health Canada’s mission “to help the 
people of Canada maintain and 
improve their health” and most of 
the Department's programs and 
activities are already consistent with 
the principles of sustainable 
development. 


1.4 Population Health 


At the same time as the concept of 
sustainable development has been 
evolving, ideas about what makes 
human populations healthy have also 
been changing. Until recently, the 
availability of conventional health 
services, including hospitals and 
physicians, was seen as the most 
important factor influencing health. 


Over the last two decades, there has 
been a growing awareness of the role 
of other factors in making people 
healthy. Documents such as A New 
Perspective on the Health of 
Canadians (Lalonde, 1974), 
Achieving Health for All: A Frame- 
work for Health Promotion (Epp, 
1986) and the Ottawa Charter for 
Health Promotion (World Health 
Organization, Health and Welfare 
Canada, Canadian Public Health 
Association, 1986) articulated the 
concepts of healthy communities, 
health promotion and healthy 
public policy. In doing so, they 
helped to foster a new 
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understanding of the determinants of 
health and laid the groundwork for a 
population health approach. : 


Population health concerns itself with 
the living and working environments 
that affect people’s health, the 
conditions that enable and support 
people in making healthy choices, and 
the services that promote and 
maintain health. (Source: Advisory 
Committee on Population Health, 


1994, Strategies for Population 


Health: Investing in the Health of 
Canadians). The population health 


approach does not diminish the 
importance of the health care system, 
genetics or other individual factors 
that contribute to the health of 
Canadians, but includes additional 
factors and the interactions among 
them. 


‘Determinants of health’ is the 
collective label given to the multiple 
factors that are now thought to 
contribute to the health of 
populations. They include such things 
as people’s biological endowment and 
individual responses, the social and 
physical environment in which they 
live, the economic conditions (i.e., 
productivity and wealth) of their 
society, and the accessibility and 
quality of the health care system. 


The key determinants of population 


health, as outlined in Health 


Canada’s Discussion Paper entitled 
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Towards a Common Understanding: 


Clarifying the Core Concepts of 
Population Health, December 1996, 
include: 


+ Income and Social Status: 
Health status improves at 
each step up the income and 
social hierarchy. High income 
determines living conditions, 
such as safe housing and the 
ability to buy sufficient good 
food. The healthiest 
populations are those in 
societies that are prosperous 
and have an equitable 
distribution of wealth. 


. Social Support Networks: 
Support from families, friends 
and communities is 
associated with better health. 
The importance of effective 
responses to stress and 
having the support of family 
and friends provides a caring 
and supportive relationship 
that seems to act as a buffer 
against health problems. 


. Education: Health status 
improves with level of 
education. Education 
increases opportunities for 
income and job security and 
equips people with a sense 
of control over life 
circumstances - key factors 
that influence health. 
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Employment and Working 
Conditions: Unemployment, 
underemployment and 
stressful work are associated 
with poorer health. People 
who have more control over 
their work circumstances and 
fewer stress related demands 
of the job are healthier and 
often live longer than those in 
more stressful or riskier work 
and activities. 


Social Environments: The 
array of values and norms of a 
society influence, in varying 
ways, the health and well- 
being of individuals and 
populations. In addition, 
social stability, recognition of 
diversity, safety, good working 
relationships and cohesive 
communities provide a 
supportive society that 
reduces or avoids many 
potential risks to good health. 
Studies have shown that low 
availability of emotional 
support and low social 
participation have a negative 
impact on health and well- 
being. 


Physical Environments: 
Physical factors in the natural 
environment (e.g., air and 
water quality) are key 
influences on health. Factors 
in the human-built 
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environment, such as 
housing, workplace safety, 
community and road design, 
are also important influences. 


Personal Health Practices 
and Coping Skills: Social 
environments that enable and 
support healthy choices and 
lifestyles, as well as people’s 
knowledge, intentions, 
behaviours and coping skills 
for dealing with life in healthy 
ways, are key influences on 
health. Through research in 
areas such as heart disease 
and disadvantaged childhood, 
there is more evidence that 
powerful biochemical and 
physiological pathways link 
the individual socio-economic 
experience to vascular 
conditions and other adverse 
health events. 


Healthy Child Development: 
The effect of prenatal and 
early childhood experiences on 
subsequent health, well-being, 
coping skills and competence 
is very powerful. Children 
born in low-income families 
are more likely than those 
born in high-income families 
to have low birth weights, to 
eat less nutritious food and to 
have more difficulty in school. 


Biology and Genetic 
Endowment: The basic 
biology and organic make-up 
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of the human body are 
fundamental determinants of 
health. Genetic endowment 
provides an inherited 
predisposition to a wide range 
of individual responses that 
affect health status. Although 
socio-economic and 
environmental factors are 
important determinants of 
overall health, in some 
circumstances genetic 
endowment appears to 
predispose certain individuals 
to particular diseases or 
health problems. 


Health Services: Health 
services, particularly those 
designed to maintain and 
promote health, to prevent 
disease and to restore health 
and function, contribute to 
population health. 


Gender: Gender refers to the 
array of society-determined 
roles, personality traits, 
attitudes, behaviours, values, 
relative power and influence 
that society ascribes to the 
two sexes on a differential 
basis. ‘Gendered’ norms 
influence the health system’s 
practices and priorities. Many 
health issues are a function of 
gender-based social status or 
roles. Women, for example, are 
more vulnerable to gender- 
based sexual or physical 
violence, low income, lone 
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parenthood, gender-based 
causes of exposure to health 
risks and threats (e.g., 
accidents, STDs, suicide, 
smoking, substance abuse, 
prescription drugs and 
physical inactivity). Measures 
to address gender inequality 
and gender bias within and 
beyond the health system will 
improve population health. 


1 Culture: Some persons or 
groups may face additional 
health risks due to a socio- 
economic environment which 
is largely determined by 
dominant cultural values that 
contribute to the perpetuation 
of conditions such as 
marginalization, 
stigmatization, loss or 
devaluation of language and 
culture and lack of access to 
culturally appropriate health 
care and services. 


The key determinants of population 
health include both individual-level 
and population-level determinants. 
The population health approach 
suggests that population-level 
determinants can indirectly influence 
individual-level determinants. 


The concepts of population health 
and sustainable development are 
compatible and mutually supportive. 
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Federal action on sustainable 
development would emphasize those 
determinants of health where 
evidence indicates that federal 
investment has the greatest potential 
for impact. 


1.5 Environmental Risks to 
Health 


The sustainability, quality and safety 
of the natural and built environments 
are determinants of health. The 
recent report of the World Health 
Organization Health and Environment 
in Sustainable Development 
highlights this relationship and 
emphasizes the role of poor 
environmental conditions in many 
developing countries in the spread of 
communicable diseases. 


Canada, as a relatively wealthy and 
industrialized nation, has made good 
progress in managing environmental 
risks to health. A reliable regulatory 
system provides a solid framework to 
control risks to safe levels. We enjoy 
one of the safest food supplies in the 
world and the overall quality of our 
drinking water and air is very high. In 
Canada, many of the environmental 
conditions that contribute to the 
spread of communicable diseases, 
such as improper sewage treatment 
and waste disposal, have been largely 
controlled.

Despite these achievements, many 
Canadians remain concerned about 
environmental quality and its effects 
on health. Over 90% of the Canadian 
population believes that our land, air 
and water are more contaminated 
now than ever before. In 1996, almost 
two of three people surveyed said that 
their health had likely, or had 
definitely, been affected by pollution. 


In recent decades, there has been a 
growing realization that what we 
release to our environment will 
eventually be transferred back to us, 
in some cases with adverse 
consequences. Key human exposure 
routes for environmental 
contaminants include: 


r Food: Foods are the source 
of nutrients and energy and, 
together with air and water, 
are the necessities of life. Yet, 
Canadians are exposed to 
many environmental 
contaminants primarily 
through food. For example, 
food accounts for 80-95% of 
our total intake of persistent 
organic pollutants, such as 
PCBs, dioxins and furans 
and polycyclic aromatic 
hydrocarbons (PAHs). 
Organochlorine pesticides, 
such as DDT and Chlordane, 
which are no longer 
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registered for use in Canada, 
may persist in soil or enter 
Canada by long-range 
atmospheric transport from 
countries where they are still 
in use. Toxaphene, a pesticide 
no longer registered for use in 
Canada, but previously used 
on peanuts and cotton in the 
southern USA, is nowa 
problem in the Canadian 
North, where it is 
concentrating in Inuit foods. 
Natural toxicants, such as 
aflatoxin and zearlone, are 
produced by fungi that grow 
on corn, wheat and other 
grains. Their occurrence and 
concentration depend on 
growing conditions and 
weather and can be 
unpredictable. The levels of 
many contaminants in 
commercial foods are 
controlled by federal and 
provincial legislation and by 
voluntary actions taken by 
food producers, processors 
and packagers. 


Microbial food-borne diseases, 
which cost an estimated 

$1 billion per year, can be a 
significant risk to health. 

With the trend toward trade 
globalization, there is an even 
greater chance that new 
emerging pathogens will 

reach wide populations. There 
are over 10,000 reported 
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cases of food-related illness 
each year caused by bacterial 
contamination and there may 
be as many unreported 
cases. Most cases could 
probably be prevented by 
proper food handling and 
cooking practices. 


The nutritional quality of the 
food supply has a profound 
effect on health. Deficiencies 
and excesses of energy and 
nutrients are risk factors for 
the development of many 
chronic diseases, such as 
cardiovascular disease, 
diabetes and certain cancers. 
Iron deficiency is the number 
one diet-related disease 
worldwide and is prevalent in 
Canada in children and in 
teenaged girls. The 
innovative nature of the food 
industry has resulted in 
substantial dietary changes 
that can adversely affect 
health. For example, partial 
hydrogenation of vegetable 
oils, a process introduced 
some decades ago, forms 
trans-fatty acids, which 
recently have been shown to 
increase risk factors for 
cardiovascular disease. The 
Canadian food supply is high 
in trans-fatty acids. 


Air: In Canada, air quality is 
generally good and since the 
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1970s there have been 
significant reductions in air 
pollution in some urban 
areas. However, there is a 
strong association between 
hospital admissions for 
respiratory problems and 
levels of air pollution, 
especially during the 
summer. Asthma now affects 
an estimated 1 million 
Canadians, kills over 300 
people per year and results 
in about 60,000 hospital 
admissions annually. The 
total cost of asthma is 
estimated to be $500 million 
per year. 


If the depletion of the 
stratospheric ozone layer 
leads to increased UV 
radiation reaching the Earth, 
the increased exposure to UV 
radiation is expected to result 
in a rise in the incidence of 
skin cancer. There are also 
concerns about the health 
and environmental effects of 
global climate change. These 
effects could include coastal 
flooding, an increase in severe 
weather events and the 
northward migration of 
tropical diseases. 


Water: Drinking water is a 
minor exposure route for 
most contaminants, 
although it is the principal 
source of exposure to some 
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micro-organisms and water 
disinfection by-products 
such as trihalomethanes. 
About 86% of Canadians 
receive treated and 
disinfected municipal tap 
water. With a few exceptions, 
most water quality problems 
involve microbial 
contaminants in tap water 
from untreated sources, 
such as private wells or 
surface water supply. The 
estimated health care cost of 
illness and disease caused 
by water pollution is $300 
million per year. 


Soil: Contaminants in soil 
may pose a risk to health 
because they can be 
transferred into air, water 
and food. There are few soils 
that have not been 
contaminated to some degree, 
although the extent of 
contamination varies widely 
from place to place. Concerns 
about soil contamination 
include leaks from fuel 
storage tanks, house dust 
that contains high levels of 
lead and the estimated 1,000 
waste disposal sites in 
Canada that may pose a risk 
to human health.

Bioregional Health Effects 


Programs in places like the Great 
Lakes Basin, the St. Lawrence River 
region and the Arctic are designed by 
Health Canada in conjunction with 
federal/provincial/territorial partners 
and stakeholders to deliver specified 
risk reduction strategies for residents 


of these regions. By combining an 


interdisciplinary and a partnership 
approach, Health Canada can 
maximize the quality and 
effectiveness of its researchand — 
advice during times of fiscal restraint. 
Working with communities, industries, 
special interest groups and other 
levels of government, the Department 
fosters the development of 
understanding and sustainable 
solutions to complex environmental 
contaminant issues. 


Targeting Canada’s bioregions, which 
often have different cultural heritages, 
languages, contaminant exposure 
profiles and public perceptions of 
environmental health risk, allows 
Health Canada to focus on healthful 
clean-up, pollution prevention, 
education and research best suited for 
the region. 


The Built Environment: 

The built environment 
encompasses all of the 
buildings, spaces and 
products that are built or 
modified by human activity, 
including our homes, schools, 
workplaces, parks, business 
and commercial areas, 
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institutional facilities and 
roads. Health issues related to 
the built environment include 
the need for appropriate land 
use planning and alternative 
transportation, noise 
pollution, the lack of access to 
affordable housing, 
preventable injuries resulting 
from the built environment, 
bad lighting, air quality and 
uncomfortable levels of heat 
and humidity. 


Although our understanding of 
how environmental conditions can 
affect health has improved 
enormously over the last twenty 
years, there are still many 
unanswered questions. Over the 
years, Health Canada has been in 
the forefront of Canadian research 
activities on environmental health 
and the results of this research 
have been used to develop and 
implement health protection 
programs to control and reduce 
risks, whenever possible. This work 
on risk assessment and risk 
management is now being seen 
within the larger context of 
sustainable development. 


Sustaining Our Health 


1.6 Sustainable Development 
and Health 


For Health Canada, the concept of 
sustainable development signifies the 
balancing of environmental, economic 
and social considerations to achieve 
health for the present generation, 
without sacrificing the health and 
well-being of future generations. 


In designing this Strategy, Health 
Canada has adopted the following 
guiding principles: 


. Human beings should be 
seen as part of the global 
ecosystem. Human health 
and well-being are 
inextricably linked to the 
health of the ecosystem. 
Changes in our economic and 
social systems can affect the 
entire ecosystem. Similarly, 
changes to the ecosystem can 
affect these human systems. 


Pan American Charter on Health 
and Environment In Sustainable 
Human Development 


In 1995, the Ministers responsible for 
health, environment and development 
in the Americas, including Canada, 
met for the first time and endorsed 
the Pan American Charter on Health 
and Environment in Sustainable 
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Development. The Charter affirms 
that human beings are at the center of 
concerns for sustainable development 
and are entitled to a healthy and 
productive life in harmony with 
nature. 


The Charter lists a series of strategic 
principles, identifies common 
priorities and proposes shared 
responsibilities for different sectors of 
society. The Charter is intended to © 
support the commitments made in the 
Rio Declaration on Environment and 
Development and Agenda 21. 


The long-term health of the 
population, including sub- 
groups within it, should be a 
key consideration in 
decisions about development. 
Any health risks associated 
with development should be 
prevented, minimized or 
mitigated, taking into account 
environmental, economic 
and social factors. In 
addition, any adverse 
environmental effects 
associated with development 
that pose risks to health 
should be remedied. 


All Canadians, regardless of 
age, gender, ethnic 
background, ability or place of 
residence, should recognize 
the importance of their health 
and have the opportunity to 
maintain and improve it. 


Sustaining Our Health 


Achieving social and economic 
well-being for the present 
generation of Canadians 
should not compromise the 
ability of future generations 

of Canadians to meet their 
health needs. 


Regulatory decisions are 
based on sound science by 
using a process for risk 
determination that involves 
both risk assessment and risk 
management, and recognizes 
that the ‘precautionary 
principle’ (Principle 15 of the 
Rio Declaration, which states 
that “where there are threats 
of serious or irreversible 
damage, lack of full scientific 
certainty shall not be used as 
a reason for postponing cost- 
effective measures to prevent 
environmental degradation”) 
should be applied similarly to 
prevent serious impacts on 
human health. 


Risk Determination 


The process of risk determination 
involves both risk assessment and 

risk management. Risk assessment is 
the systematic collection, analysis. 
and interpretation of selected health- 
related data and the subsequent | 
development of possible options for — 
managing the risk involved, including — 
consideration of health benefits. Risk 
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management involves the selection 
and implementation of a strategy for 
reducing or controlling the risk. Risk 
management takes many factors into 
account, including social, economic 
and environmental considerations. 


Principle 1 of the Rio 
Declaration on Environment and 
Development, 1992 


Human beings are at the center of 
concern for sustainable development. 
They are entitled to a healthy and 
productive life in harmony with nature. 


The risk determination process can be 
used to determine health risks related 
to consumer products, therapeutic 
products, the environment, foods, 
diseases, injuries and disability. 


The key challenges of sustainable 
development for Health Canada are to 
ensure that the Department's 
activities protect and promote 

health in a way that takes account of 
environmental, economic and social 
considerations and to encourage 
others to make human health and 
well-being a central focus of 
sustainable development. 


These challenges and opportunities of 
sustainable development and 
population health are addressed in 
the action plan in Chapter 2. 


Sustainable development is based 
on the integration and balancing of 
social, economic and environmental 
considerations. Population health 
recognizes that health is influenced 
by a number of interrelated 
determinants, including social, 
economic (e.g., income, 
employment), behavioral, physical 
environment (e.g., the natural and 
built environments) and biological 
factors. The focus on sustainable 
development presents Health 
Canada an opportunity to explore 
and more fully understand the 
relationship of these two concepts 
and their shared factors. 
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2.1 Introduction 


This action plan identifies 
opportunities that enhance the 
Department's contribution to 
sustainable development and 
improve its effectiveness. In its 
approach to sustainable 
development, Health Canada 
commits to: 


building partnerships among 
federal, provincial and 
territorial government 
agencies and other 
stakeholders on approaches 
for sustainable development; 


promoting awareness of 
sustainable development 
through education and 
information programs; 


encouraging the protection 
and, where possible, the 
enhancement of the 
environment through 
pollution prevention, the 
sound management of toxic 
substances, preventing the 
loss of biodiversity, using 
natural resources 
appropriately and efficiently, 
and minimizing the creation 
of waste; 


encouraging the use of 
indicators of sustainable 
development that are related 
to human health and 
well-being; 
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strengthening scientific 
information on the 
relationships between health, 
environmental conditions, 
social conditions and the 
economy; 


working to ensure that 
Canada complies with relevant 
international agreements and 
obligations on health, the 
environment, the economy 
and social conditions; and 


improving departmental 
internal operations to reduce 
adverse environmental 
effects. 


In the early 1990s, Health Canada 
contributed to Canada’s Green Plan 
through its Action Plan on Health and 
the Environment (APHE). Health 
Canada will build on the work 
achieved by APHE and use it within 
the broader context of sustainable 
development. This will include action 
in the following four areas:

promoting and supporting 
population health; 


identifying and reducing 
health risks from the 
environment; 


strengthening partnerships on 
health, environment and 
sustainable development; and 
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integrating sustainable 
development into 
departmental decision-making 
and physical operations. 


THEME 7 PROMOTING AND 
SUPPORTING 
POPULATION 
HEALTH 


Interventions aimed at preventing or 
mitigating the factors that contribute 
to ill-health are key to the population 
health approach. Multi-sectoral 
interventions, which enhance the 
health, well-being and social 
integration of people, are wise 
investments. A population health 
approach looks at the full range of 
health determinants and suggests 
solutions that a more narrow 
approach could not. 


Some powerful deterrminants of 
health, such as income, employment 
and education, lie outside the 
mandate of Health Canada. Moreover, 
to identify an effective integration of 
these determinants will require 
additional research. The Department 
recognizes that it will need to engage 
other federal departments, including 
Environment Canada, Transport 
Canada, Industry Canada, Natural 
Resources Canada, Agriculture and 
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Agri-Food Canada, the Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency and Indian and 
Northern Affairs Canada, and 
provincial, territorial and municipal 
governments in discussions to 
support improvements in these © 
determinants of health. 


Health Canada will contribute to 
sustainable development through a 
population health approach in three 
ways. First, the Department will 
support programs and initiatives 
within its mandate that promote 
population health. Second, the 
Department will contribute to 
sustainable development by studying 
the interactions among the 
determinants of health. Third, the 
Department will support healthy child 
and youth development. 


Supporting Programs and 
Initiatives that Promote 
Population Health 


Over the next few years, Health 
Canada plans to: 


% reinforce sustainable 
development practices in 
health services to First 
Nations and Inuit people by 
conducting health and 
program surveillance activities 
to identify trends and 
emerging issues to facilitate 
program design, 
implementation and 
evaluation, and by promoting 
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the concept of sustainable 
development in all program 
areas; | 


build community capacity 

to take action on health- 
environment issues by 
working in partnerships with 
Environment Canada and 
communities across Canada 
through the Community 
Animation Program, and by 
assessing and managing 
bioregional health effects; 


set as one of the national 
funding priorities within the 
Population Health Fund, 
projects that increase our 
knowledge and understanding 
of the relationship between 
population health and 
sustainable development; 


promote the wise use of 
therapeutic products through 
an efficient and effective 
program of continuous 
assessment of their risks and 
benefits; 


develop Health Canada’s 
Health Promotion World-Wide 
Web site to include 
information on sustainable 
development and health, and 
updating the site as further 
information on sustainable 
development, health and 

the environment becomes 
available; 
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promote active modes of 
transportation as alternatives 
to driving as part of Health 
Canada’s mandate to increase 
the fitness and active living of 
Canadians; and 


reduce tobacco 

consumption and the 
associated adverse health 
effects among Canadians as 
much as possible through 
enforcement of the provisions 
of the Tobacco Act. 


The purpose of reducing tobacco 
consumption is to protect the health 
of Canadians, mainly by reducing 
access to tobacco by young persons, 
who comprise the segment of society 
that is most vulnerable to 
developing an addiction to tobacco. 
This is also achieved by restricting 
the promotional activities of 
manufacturers and retailers in order 
to reduce the inducements to use 
tobacco and to ensure that Canadians 
are better informed about the 
consequences of tobacco use. 


While these kinds of activities will 
have positive impacts on 
sustainable development, Health 
Canada’s major contribution to 
sustainable development may be 
through its capacity to positively 
affect health in the longer term. In 
Canada, much of what is required 
for sustainable development is in 
place: good education and health 
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systems, economic development and 
concern with and action on the 
environment. 


Tobacco Control Initiative 


One in five deaths annually in 
Canada are attributable to tobacco 
use, which also contributes 
significantly to chronic illness, health 
costs and productivity losses. A 
comprehensive approach, which 
targets interventions according to 
population health and health 
determinant considerations is the 
cornerstone of government policies 
and programming aimed at the 
reduction in tobacco use in Canada. 


The Tobacco Control Initiative (TCI) is 
the latest contribution to the National 
Strategy to Reduce Tobacco Use, an 
ongoing collaborative effort by the 
federal, provincial and territorial 
governments and major health and 
anti-tobacco organizations. The 
previous contribution, the Tobacco 
Demand Reduction Strategy, was put 
in place in February 1994 as part of 
the National Action Plan on Smuggling 
and was originally allocated $185 
million over three years, although 
budget requirements reduced this 
amount to $104 million. 


The TCI was announced in November 
1996 and allocated $50 million over 
the next five years fora 
comprehensive, balanced strategy, 
specifically involving research, policy 
and program development, public 
education and social marketing, 
information dissemination and the 
enforcement of the new tobacco 
legislation. Moreover, the Red Book 


commitment to double this amount to 
$100 million over six years was 
reiterated in the Speech from the 
Throne. The additional funds have 
been specifically allocated to 
prevention and cessation 
programming for youth to be 
delivered at the community level. 


The objectives of the TCI are the 
prevention of tobacco addiction 
among Canadians, especially youth, 
encouragement of cessation in 
habituated smokers and protection of 
non-smokers from environmental 
tobacco smoke. 


Working in collaboration with the 
provinces, territories and the health 
community, the non-legislative 
components, such as public 
education, will complement the 
legislative controls of the Tobacco Act 
and increased taxation to reduce 
tobacco use in Canada. 


The Tobacco Act is part of the federal 
government’s broad strategy to 
reduce the use of tobacco in Canada. 
The Act gives the government the 
authority to regulate the production, 
promotion, labeling and sale of 
tobacco products and the access by 
minors to tobacco products. This 
legislation incorporates important 
provisions of previous legislation: the 
Tobacco Products Control Act and the 
Tobacco Sales to Young Persons Act. 


Health Canada addresses one or 
more determinants of health 
through programs, including 
education, related to childhood and 
adolescence, early and mid- 
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adulthood and later life. The 
Department promotes healthy child 
and youth development by 
supporting the parental role and the 
creation of optimal conditions for 
children and youth through safe, 
violence-free and supportive 
environments. Adults are supported 
by addressing key health issues 
underlying the leading causes of 
illness and death and by facilitating 
the creation of healthy social and 
physical environments. Healthy 
later life is encouraged through 
strengthening Canada’s capacity to 
support healthy aging, enhancing 
personal autonomy and 
independence, and addressing end- 
of-life issues. The Department also 
addresses health issues that span 
age groups, such as nutrition, 
fitness, workplace health and safety, 
smoking, alcohol and drugs, violence 
and AIDS. In all of its programming, 
Health Canada includes 
consideration of other determinants 
of health such as income and social 
status, social support networks, the 
social environment, education, 
gender and culture. 


The concepts of sustainable 
development and population health 
are of particular interest to First 
Nations and Inuit communities 
across Canada. There is wide 
acceptance by First Nations and 
Inuit people of the principle that 
health status inequalities and health 
service concerns will be addressed

more effectively when decisions are 
made by First Nations and Inuit 
people themselves. Health Canada 
supports the development of an 
appropriate First Nations and Inuit 
health infrastructure that focuses on 
education, research and information 
dissemination, drawing on the 
elements of the holistic approach to 
health and the interaction between 
conventional and traditional 
medicine. Health Canada, through a 
variety of community health 
programs and the provision of non- 
insured health benefits, seeks to 
support First Nations and Inuit 
communities in their efforts to elevate 
their health status to a level 
comparable to that of the Canadian 
population as a whole. First Nations 
and Inuit health programs that focus 
health care resources on prevention 
and community development 
activities in support of health 
determinants include training in 
health careers, communicable disease 
surveillance and prevention, prenatal 
nutrition programs, community 
development programs, and the 
utilization of departmental and First 
Nations co-management committees. 


Partnerships Between Aboriginal 
People and Health Canada on 
Sustainable Development and 

Health 


Health Canada will seek to work with 
Aboriginal peoples so that their 
knowledge and experience can 
strengthen the Department's approach 
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to sustainable development and 
facilitate implementation of its 
Sustainable Development Strategy. 
First Nations and Inuit people have a 
rich knowledge about the 
environment and health that derives 
from their special relationship with 
the environment. This knowledge and 
experience are reflected in many 
aspects of their cultures, spirituality 
and way of life and can complement 
and enhance western ways of 
thinking. 


Working with Aboriginal people in 
Canada on sustainable development 
will require a new approach that is 
based on developing long-term 
partnerships, characterized by 
mutual trust, respect and 
empowerment. The need for this type 
of partnership with Aboriginal people 
has already been recognized by the 
Department in such programs as the 
Northern Contaminants Program, the 
EAGLE Project and the HEAL Project. 


° Health Partnerships at Work 
in the North: First Nations 
people are more frequently 
exposed to environmental 
contaminants than most 
Canadians because many 
continue to eat large amounts of 
traditional country foods. Some 
country foods, especially marine 
mammals and fish, can contain 
high levels of environmental 
contaminants, which 
bioaccumulate up the food chain. 
Human exposures to these 
contaminants can be significant 
and levels of several 
contaminants are five to ten 
times higher in Aboriginal people 


in the North, than in the non- 
Aboriginal population. These 
contaminants, which are 
transported to the North in the 
upper atmosphere, originate from 
thousands of kilometres away. 
They pose a significant but 
poorly understood risk to the 
health and well-being of all 
Northerners and affect the 
inter-relationships among culture, 
nutrition, recreation, spirituality 
and social development. 


‘Health Canada is using a 
partnership approach with 
Aboriginal people, federal/ 
provincial/territorial agencies 
and research groups to identify 
and address these health risks. 
Recently, Health Canada and its 
partners have completed a 
comprehensive assessment of 
contaminant issues in the North. 
Communication of the key | 
findings through community 
meetings, radio, television and 
school curriculum is a priority of 
the partners in the Northern 
Contaminants Program. 
Internationally, the health risks 
are being addressed through 
collaborative evaluations in all 
eight circumpolar countries and 
through initiatives under the 
United Nations to limit the 
production and use of substances 
that can be transported long 
distances to the Arctic. 


The EAGLE Project: The Effects 
on Aboriginals from the Great 
Lakes Environment (EAGLE) 
Project is a successful 
partnership between Health — 
Canada, the Assembly of First 
Nations and First Nations 
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communities in the Great Lakes 
Basin. Its goal is to understand 
and document the effects of 
environmental contaminants on 
health and well-being by 
blending the knowledge of First 
Nations people with scientific 
information and methods. To 
accomplish this goal, the EAGLE 
Project is taking a broad view of 
health that is based on First 
Nations understandings, rather 
than the western concept of 
health, which focuses on illness 
and disease. This broad 
approach includes examining the 
effects of environmental 
contaminants on the traditional 
way of life and on socio-cultural 
well-being, as well as on physical 
health. 


The EAGLE Project now 
encompasses most of the sixty- 
three First Nations communities 
on the Canadian side of the Great 
Lakes Basin and has developed 
six major programs: the Eating 
Patterns Survey, the Freshwater 
Fish and Wild Game Program, the 
Contaminants in Human Tissues 
Program, the Health Survey, the 
Socio-cultural Program and the 
Geographic Information System. 
The research programs have 
generated several large 
databases, which are now being 
linked together to produce a 
comprehensive picture of the 
effects of contaminants on First 
Nations health and well-being. 


Health and Environment of 
Aboriginal Life (HEAL) Project: 
The objective of the HEAL Project 
is to assist First Nations in 
British Columbia to address 
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issues related to environmental 
contaminants through programs 
of information, education, 
problem identification and project 
support. HEAL also emphasizes 
the importance of ensuring that 
traditional knowledge is 
incorporated into research on 
environmental contaminants and 
seeks to encourage First Nations 
students to pursue careers in 
environmental health. 


Project funds are administered by 
a committee composed of 
representatives of First Nations 
communities from six regions 
throughout British Columbia, with 
technical support from Health 
Canada and the B.C. Ministry of 
Health. Projects funded by HEAL 
must be initiated and controlled 
by First Nations people and 
address issues related to health 
and environmental contaminants. 
Many community-based projects 
have been funded by HEAL, 
including workshops on ‘Save 
Our Foods - Save Our 
Environment’, co-hosted with the 
Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs, and 
‘Ndi Yun Dich’on Na’ Dudolyih - 
Let the Earth Heal Itself’, co- 
hosted with the Carrier-Sekani 
Tribal Council. 


Health Canada will now strive to 
develop partnerships on sustainable 
development, based on these 
successful models of working together. 
Implementation of this Sustainable 
Development Strategy and the 
preparation of future Strategies will 
require ongoing, close collaboration 
between Aboriginal people and the 
Department. This is likely to become 
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even more important as health 
services are increasingly managed 
and delivered by First Nations and 
Inuit communities themselves 
because unless Aboriginal people 
support Health Canada’s Sustainable 
Development Strategy it will be 
difficult to fully implement. 


Studying Interactions among the 
Determinants of Health 


While Health Canada addresses the 
determinants of health through its 
programming, there is a need for a 
better understanding of the 
interactions among the determinants 
of health. By investigating what 
interventions have benefits for both 
health and sustainable development, 
inquiring into the linkages between 
health and sustainable development, 
and contributing to the reconciliation 
of the dilemmas inherent in the 
determinants of health, this research 
will help to reduce any barriers 
between the sustainable development 
and population health approaches. It 
should also lead to a clearer 
perception of both concepts. 


To develop this understanding, 
Health Canada plans to: 


: initiate research and identify 
domestic and international 
evidence on the relationship 
between sustainable 
development and the 
determinants of health, with a 
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view to identifying the Health 
Canada role in pursuing or 
enhancing work in the areas 
indicated by the research; 
and 


engage other departments, 
including Environment 
Canada, Transport Canada, 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada, the Canadian 

Food Inspection Agency, 
Indian and Northern Affairs 
Canada, Industry Canada and 
Natural Resources Canada in 
discussions about 
sustainable development 
implications and 
opportunities in areas of 
common interest. 


With these as a basis for launching 
our work, the Department will be 
better placed in the future to 
advance its work in areas that 
support both population health and 
sustainable development objectives. 


Supporting Healthy Child and 
Youth Development 


An analysis of the interaction 
between key environmental 
influences and development stages 
produces a number of suitable policy 
directions, such as enhancing early 
child development; supporting 
parents and families; strengthening 
income support; and creating safe, 
supportive and violence-free 
communities. Health Canada will 
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continue to work with partners at the 
federal, provincial, territorial and 
community levels in each of these and 
emerging areas to ensure better 
outcomes for Canadian children and 
youth. 


To this end, the Department plans to 
continue and enhance: 


the monitoring of emerging 
trends related to specific 
health determinants by 
developing a Diagnostic of 
Children in Canada that will 
identify conditions in 
Canadian society that have a 
significant impact on the 
development of children and 
the trends that are affecting 
these conditions; and by 
supporting national 
population-based surveys 
such as the National 
Longitudinal Survey of 
Children and Youth and the 
National Population Health 
Survey; 


community-based programs 
aimed at enhancing early 
child development 
opportunities and providing 
supports to parents and 
communities such as the 
Community Action Program 
for Children (CAPC), the 
Canadian Prenatal Nutrition 
Program (CPNP) and the 
Aboriginal Head Start 
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Program; and 


fostering integrated and 
participatory decision-making 
by strengthening horizontal 
linkages among departmental 
legislation, policies and 
programs; ensuring an 
integrated and coordinated 
federal strategy for children, 
promoting sustainable and 
and integrated strategies for 
action; and encouraging 
youth participation in policy 
and program development. 


As well, the Department plans to: 


ea 


play a leadership role in 
working with federal, 
provincial and territorial 
partners to develop a National 
Children’s Agenda to ensure 

a comprehensive and 
coordinated approach to 
ensuring the best possible 
outcomes for children in 
Canada; 


in collaboration with federal, 
provincial and territorial 
partners, follow up on the 
development and 
implementation of national 
goals for healthy child and 
youth development as outlined 
in Turning Points: Canadians 
from Coast to Coast Set a New 
Course for Healthy Child 


and Youth Development; 
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in accordance with the 1997 
Declaration of the 
Environment Leaders of the 
Eight on Children’s 
Environmental Health, 
implement actions on 
protecting children’s health 
with respect to environmental 
risk assessments and standard 
setting, children’s exposure to 
lead, microbiologically safe 
drinking water, air quality, 
emerging threats to children’s 
health from endocrine 
disrupting chemicals, and 
environmental tobacco smoke; 
and 


play a leadership role in 
upholding and implementing 
Canada’s commitment to the 
UN Convention on the Rights 
of the Child by promoting the 
human rights of children, 
including a child’s right to 
survival, development, 
protection and participation 
and by fostering strong 
participation of youth in the 
reporting and implementation 
of the Convention. 


THEME 2 /DENTIFYING AND 
REDUCING HEALTH 
RISKS FROM THE 
ENVIRONMENT 


The Department, by applying sound 
science and the precautionary 
principle, will focus on identifying 
and reducing health risks of 
environmental origin through: 


“4 the control of toxic 
substances in the 
environment; 

i the protection and 


improvement of food safety 
and nutritional quality; 


zs the assessment and 
management of 
bioregional health effects; 
and 


eZ environmentally related 
disease surveillance and 
control. 


Control of Toxic Substances in the 
Environment 


' Under the Canadian Environmental 


Protection Act (CEPA) and other 
legislation, Health Canada has 
responsibility for protecting the 
health of Canadians from the effects 
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of environmental pollution, 
specifically from exposures to 
contaminants (biological agents, 


chemicals and radiation) through air, 


water and soil. 


Responsibility for the Canadian 
Environmental Protection Act is 
shared by the Minister of 
Environment and the Minister of 
Health. While the Minister of 
Environment is responsible for 
administering CEPA, both Ministers 
are responsible for key decisions 
concerning risk assessment and 
management of toxic substances, 
reflecting the important link between 
environmental and human health 
protections. 


Toxic substances can cause direct 
effects on physical health, including 
acute effects, such as poisoning, 
nausea, vomiting and skin rashes, 
and chronic effects, such as cancer 
and effects on the immune system. 
The likelihood of effects is 
determined by several factors 
including the substance’s inherent 
toxicity, the route of exposure (e.g., 
ingestion, inhalation and dermal 
absorption), the dose received by 
critical organs and the sensitivity of 
the exposed individual or group. 


Toxic substances can also cause 
indirect social and cultural effects by 
disrupting a community's way of life. 
For example, the presence of 
methylmercury and other 
contaminants in freshwater fish has 
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resulted in a decrease in fishing and 
in fish consumption by many First 
Nations and Inuit communities and 
has affected the cultures and the 
communities’ way of life. 


Under the Canadian Environmental 
Protection Act and other federal 
legislation, Health Canada is 
responsible for protecting the health 
of Canadians from toxic substances. 
To fulfill this responsibility, the 
Department develops, implements 
and updates frameworks for risk 
assessment and management for toxic 
substances. Health Canada’s activities 
for the control of toxic substances in 
the environment will continue to be 
guided by these frameworks. 


With the transfer of administration of 
the Pest Control Products Act from 
the Minister of Agriculture and Agri- 
Food, the Minister of Health now has 
sole responsibility for all aspects of 
the regulation of pest control 
products at the federal level, 
including the assessment and 
management of health and 
environmental risks. 


The Department plans to: 


: under CEPA, complete the 
human health risk 
assessment of all substances 
on the second Priority 
Substances List (PSL II) by 
2001; 
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under CEPA, review an 
anticipated 8,000 new 
chemicals, transitional 
chemicals and biotechnology 
products by 2001; 


implement risk reduction or 
prevention strategies for 
approximately fifty substances 
by 2001 (e.g., additional 
drinking water quality 
guidelines); 


support the development and 
adoption of sustainable pest 
management systems by: 
working with stakeholders to 
develop risk reduction and 
integrated pest management 
strategies, including 
integrated pest management 
strategies in three or four 
specific commodities and 
sectors per year; planning and 
participating in the 
development of risk reduction 
indicators and measurements 
by the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and. 
Development (OECD); 
developing programs to 
facilitate access to reduced- 
risk chemical and biopesticide 
products, including 
establishment of data 
requirements for biopesticides 
(pheromones, microbials) in 
1997-98 and other biologicals 
(e.g., invertebrate biological 
pest control agents, plant 
extracts) in 1998-99; and 
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providing cost effective and 
efficient dissemination of pest 
management information, for 
example, via the World-Wide 
Web; 


increase its capacity to 
integrate sustainability into 
decision-making for pest 
control products by: 
strengthening regulatory 
frameworks in 1998-99; 
improving assessment of the 
contribution to sustainability 
of new pest control products 
and uses, including 
developing guidance for 
registrants to demonstrate 
contribution to sustainability 
of pest control products in 
1998-99 and strengthening 
procedures for assessing 
contribution to sustainability 
of pest control products in 
1998-99; linking regulatory 
decisions for specific products 
to development of sustainable 
pest management programs 
(ongoing); increasing 
acceptance of common 
pesticide residue standards 
(ongoing); increasing 
international harmonization 
in the interpretation of 
scientific data (ongoing); and 
phasing in a reevaluation 
program beginning in 

1998- 99; and 


apply the Health Canada 
strategy for implementing the 
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federal Toxic Substances 
Management Policy (TSMP) 
to all relevant departmental 
programs. 


Protection and Improvement of 
Food Safety and Nutritional 
Quality 


Under the Food and Drugs Act, 
ultimate responsibility for protecting 
and improving the safety and nutrition 
of foods rests with the Minister of 
Health. Enforcement of the food part 
of the Act, which includes inspection, 
monitoring for compliance with 
regulations and enforcement of 
regulations, has been transferred to 
the Canadian Food Inspection Agency 
(CFIA). Health Canada retains the 
roles of risk assessment, setting 
standards and regulations, and in- 
house laboratory research in support 
of risk assessment within the Food. 
Directorate. Health Canada is 
responsible for assessing the 
effectiveness of the CFIAs activities 
related to food safety. 


There is a move by some segments of 
the Canadian food manufacturing 
industry to implement the 
internationally recognized Hazard 
Analysis Critical Control Point 
(HACCP) system. Under HACCP the 
manufacturers identify points in the 
manufacturing process that are critical 
for ensuring the safety of the product 
and monitor these critical control 
points continuously. 
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Manufacturers will develop HACCP 
plans and the CFIA will audit the 
manufacturers based on their plans. 
Responsibility for producing a safe 
product rests with the food 
manufacturer while the safety of the 
food supply is a shared responsibility 
among government, industry and the 
consumer. It is expected that this 
approach will reduce the incidence of 
microbiological contamination. 


While HACCP is expected to deal with 
the major sources of food 
contamination, it does not cover many 
of the accidental or minor sources of 
food contamination. Food producers 
and manufacturers are generally 
conscientious about the safety and 
quality of their foods; however, they 
generally lack the resources and 
expertise necessary to identify the 
accidental occurrence of many natural 
toxicants, environmental contaminants 
and food-borne pathogens and 
parasites. In some cases, the 
introduction of new foods or food 
ingredients, such as fats and oils, 
affects the overall dietary balance of 
Canadians and can potentially result 
in an increase in strokes and other 
diseases. The Food Program of Health 
Canada evaluates dietary exposure of 
Canadians to both contaminants and 
nutrients, and identifies, assesses and 
acts on hazardous situations. 
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The Department plans to: 


- monitor on an ongoing basis 
the success of HACCP by 
maintaining and improving 
surveillance of the incidence 
of food-borne microbiological 
diseases; 


conduct assessments of the 
CFIA‘s programs and activities 
related to food safety and 
nutrition to determine their 
effectiveness and to ensure 
that compliance with 
Canadian health and safety 
standards is maintained; and 


sustain strong food chemical, 
microbiological and 
nutritional in-house 
evaluation, risk assessment 
and applied research teams to 
improve food safety and 
nutrition. 


Assessment and Management of 
Bioregional Health Effects 


People are exposed to environmental 
contaminants (biological agents, 
chemicals and radiation) through 
several routes of exposure (i.e., air, 
water, soil and food) in various 
combinations. For these reasons, 
environmental contamination cannot 
be dealt with strictly on the basis of 
managing single chemicals or 
individual routes of exposure. 
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A bioregional approach recognizes 
that there is a need for integrated 
solutions that can take account of 
local social, cultural and 
environmental health conditions. (A 
bioregion is a region with specific 
biogeographic characteristics, such as 
the St. Lawrence Basin, the Great 
Lakes Basin and the Lower Fraser 
River Basin.) Bioregional programs 
are based on partnerships that bring 
together expertise, resources and 
commitment from many sectors. To 
ensure efficiency, exposure estimation 


| and risk assessment activities are 


coordinated with initiatives already 
underway throughout the Department 
and within other agencies, both 
domestic and international. 


The Department plans to: 


‘ continue to work with First 
Nations and Inuit

prepare a comprehensive 
report on the state of 
knowledge of health risks 
associated with contaminants 
in the St. Lawrence Basin and 
communicate the results to 
the public by 1998; 
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continue to work cooperatively 
with other federal 
departments, the Province of 
Ontario and the United States 
to identify and reduce risks to 
human health resulting from 
exposure to environmental 
contaminants in the Great 
Lakes Basin; 


complete the work undertaken 
by the Health Component of 
the St. Lawrence Vision 2000 
Action Plan and negotiate the 
renewal of the Action Plan 
with our provincial and 
federal partners in 1997-98; 
and 


develop and implement a 
bioregional health effects 
program for the Lower Fraser 
River Basin to address 
priority environmental health 
issues in partnership with 
other interested parties. 


Environmentally Related Disease 
Surveillance and Control 


Under this priority, diseases and 
illnesses that could be related to the 
physical environment will be 
monitored and investigated. These 
activities will provide information on 
trends and identify ways to manage 
the identified diseases and illnesses. 
The major health outcomes of 
concern will include cancer, asthma, 
COPD (chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease), cardiovascular 
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disease, birth defects, adverse 
reproductive outcomes and low birth 
weight. In addition, the relationships 
between environmental 
contaminants and these health 
outcomes will be further investigated. 


Cancer is the leading cause of 
premature death and a major cause 
of health expenditure. One in three 
Canadians develops cancer and one 
in four dies from it. Although the 
disease itself is not fully understood, 
scientific evidence indicates that the 
environment plays an important role 
in the development of some types of 
cancer. Improving our knowledge of 
the risk factors to prevent the onset 
of cancer therefore needs to include 
an analysis of environmental risk 
factors. 


Epidemiological investigations are 
also needed to increase our 
understanding of the risks associated 
with exposure to substances in the 
environment. For example, there is 
strong interest in understanding the 
relationship between such exposure 
and adverse reproductive health 
outcomes such as infertility, 
miscarriage, still birth, low birth rate 
and birth defects. There are other 
environmental and occupational 
contaminants of concern such as 
metals (e.g., lead, mercury and 
cadmium) and solvents. There is also 
a growing body of evidence that some 
chemicals may be interfering with 
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normal endocrine system functioning 
in animals and possibly in humans. 
Considerable scientific uncertainty 
remains as to which chemicals may 
be involved and the ways in which 
people may be exposed to them; 
possible effects such as infertility, 
birth defects, fetal death and cancers 
of the reproductive organs require 
further investigation. 


In addition, increasing development 
and the use of motor vehicles have 
resulted in increased levels of 
outdoor air pollution, which may be 
linked to the increasing prevalence of 
asthma, increasing hospitalization 
rates, increasing severity of asthma 
cases, and other respiratory diseases, 
such as chronic bronchitis or 
emphysema. There is some evidence 
of an association between 
cardiovascular disease (CVD) and 
environmental contaminants. As 
much as 2% of CVD mortality and 

| morbidity may be attributable to the 
environment. Since CVD accounts for 
the largest number of deaths in 
Canada each year, this represents a 
very large impact. The association 
between CVD and environmental 
contaminants needs to be further 
explored, defined, and the public 
health impact estimated. This will 
require extensive literature review, 
examination of existing data, and new 
epidemiological investigations. 


Action Plan 


Public Health Surveillance: 
Health Canada’s Leading Role in 
Developing Methods for the 

Future : 


Surveillance methods for human 


diseases have not yet really adapted 


to the electronic era. Cases of human 
illness are still reported on paper or 
computerized forms, which are 
transmitted from local to provincial to 


federal centers. The transmission of 


data and the aggregation of data into 
reports can thus take months or even 


_ years and communication between 


databases is very difficult. 


Health Canada and several public and 
private sector partners (including 
TELUS Health Solutions, Geomatics 
International, Alberta Health Care, 
three regional health authorities and 
six First Nations communities in 
Alberta, the Canadian Institute for 
Health Information, TYDAC Research 
Inc. and Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada) have initiated an Alberta 
pilot study of the National Health 
Surveillance System (NHSS), Spatial 
Public Health Information Exchange 
(SPHINX) project to address these 
issues. The Alberta pilot study will 
create an Internet-based application 
capable of linking key local 
information on human illness cases 
into a virtual database that will permit | 
regular monthly analysis of disease 
incidence by health unit, province, 
region and watershed area. The 
database will also offer the ability to 
rapidly detect unexpected increases in 
diseases that may represent 
outbreaks. Other non-human case- 
linked data in the health, agriculture 
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and environment sectors, useful_for 
interpreting human disease data, will 
also be available. 


The ultimate goal of the Alberta pilot 
study project is to develop an 
electronic surveillance network for 
Canada for a broad range of human 
diseases, conditions and health 
determinants that will be an essential 
element in future disease surveillance, 
control and prevention strategies. The 
project places an emphasis on Health 
Canada’s responsibilities for the 
interpretation and linkage of this 
surveillance information to public 
health policy. 


The Department's surveillance 
programs will strengthen the national 
public health information 
infrastructure and produce timely 
and reliable analyses that will 
promote evidence-based decision- 
making. The surveillance programs 
will also enable the Department to 
assess the determinants of these 
health risks and to develop options 
for managing them proactively, as well 
as to provide evidence on the costs to 
society attributed to environmental 
contaminants. 


The Department plans to continue 
and enhance:

Environmental Cooperation, the UN

and the Intergovernmental Forum 
on Chemical Safety. 


Health Canada has memoranda of 
understanding with several 
departments and agencies for the 
provision of advice on inter- 
departmental matters relating to 
environmental and occupational 
health protection, including 
Transport Canada, Human 
Resources Development Canada, 
Natural Resources Canada, Indian 
and Northern Affairs Canada, 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, 
Fisheries and Oceans Canada, the 
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Atomic Energy Control Board and the 
Canadian Food Inspection Agency. 


Health Canada will continue to work 
with and consult its partners and 
stakeholders (including other federal 
departments, provincial and 
territorial governments, First 
Nations and Inuit communities and 
organizations, health professionals, 
health advocates, consumers and 
university-based researchers) in 
setting and revising its environmental 
health priorities. 


The Guidelines for Canadian Drinking 
Water Quality identify substances that 
have been found in drinking water 
and are known, or suspected, to be 
harmful. For each substance, the 
Guidelines establish the maximum 
acceptable concentration of the 
substance that can be permitted in 
water used for drinking. The 
Guidelines also define a number of 
desirable aesthetic attributes of 
drinking water: qualities that give ita 
pleasing appearance, taste and odour. 


First issued in 1968, the Guidelines 
list characteristics of water that are 
suitable for human consumption, 
including maximum allowable 
concentrations of chemicals, 
microorganisms and radioactive 
substances. 


The Guidelines for Canadian Drinking 
Water Quality are produced by Health 
Canada in cooperation with the health 
and environment ministries of the 
provinces and territories. 
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The Minister of Health and the 
Minister of Environment are jointly 
responsible for the Canadian 
Environmental Protection Act. Thus, 
Environment Canada is a key 
partner in addressing health and 

the environment. To strengthen 
inter-departmental management of 
health and environmental issues, 
Health Canada will pursue a 

process to assist the two 
departments in establishing 
strategic directions that reflect the 
responsibilities and priorities of 
both departments. The development 
of a Health Canada and Environment 
Canada joint agenda will strengthen 
the complementarity of the 

missions, mandates and operational 
frameworks of the two departments, 
will identify both mutual benefits 
and joint activities and will recognize 
those areas where health protection 
and environmental protection require 
differing priorities. 


The Department intends to 
collaborate with Environment 
Canada to put in place an agreement 
between the two departments that 
builds upon and extends existing 
bilateral initiatives, such as those 
relating to CEPA and to community 
action programs. This agreement will 
assist the two departments in 
collaborating strategically on the 
entire range of horizontal and cross- 
cutting issues at the health and 
environment interface. Without being 
exhaustive, these issues could 
include toxic substances, climate and 
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atmospheric change, the relationship 
between environmental disruption and 
emerging or re-emerging infectious 
disease patterns, and the impacts of 
environmental change and pollution 
on sub-groups of the population that 
may be at heightened risk due to 
dietary or developmental factors. 
These vulnerable sub-groups include 
Aboriginal people eating traditional 
foods, children, especially in the first 
three years of life, and Canadians of 
any age whose life circumstances or 
health behaviours increase their 
potential for exposure to 
environmental risks. The objective of 
this collaboration would be to ensure 
the mutual protection of human and 
ecosystem health using evidence-based 
decision-making and the 
precautionary principle in a 
sustainable development context. 


The Intergovernmental Forum on 
Chemical Safety (IFCS) is aq new 
mechanism for cooperation among 
governments and other parties _for 
promotion of chemical risk assessment 
and environmentally sound manage- 
ment of chemicals. The purpose of the 
Forum is to provide policy guidance 
with emphasis on regional and sub- 
regional cooperation, develop 
strategies in a coordinated and 
integrated manner, foster 
understanding of the issues, and 
promote the required policy support 
needed to discharge these functions. 


The IFCS is a non-institutional 
arrangement whereby representatives 
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of governments meet to consider and 
to provide advice and, where 
appropriate, make recommendations 
to governments, international 
organizations, intergovernmental 
bodies and non-governmental - 
organizations involved in chemical 
safety on aspects of chemical risk 
assessment and environmentally 
sound management of chemicals. 


Representatives of 114 governments 
participating in the International 
Conference on Chemical Safety, held 
in Stockholm in 1994, established the 
IFCS. Its terms of reference make 
specific provision for the participation 
of non-governmental organizations 
concerned with health, workers’ 
interest, the environment, consumers 
and industry and involved in the field 
of chemical safety, in addition to 
governments and intergovernmental 
organizations. 


The Environmental Health Directorate 
of Health Canada played a key role in 
the development of the IFCS. Health 
Canada continues to be an active 
supporter of the IFCS and played a 
lead role in hosting the Forum II in 
Ottawa in February 1997. The meeting 
addressed key areas concerning risk 
management of chemicals identified in 
Agenda 21. 


At the meeting, attended by 353 


participants from 83 countries, Canada 


was elected President of the IFCS, with 
the function to be housed in the Health 
Protection Branch. Forum III is to be in 
2000, when progress in achieving 
Agenda 21 will be reviewed. Thus, 
Health Canada will have a significant 
global responsibility in this critical 
period. 
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In addition to collaborating with 
Environment Canada to implement an 
agreement between the two 
departments, Health Canada also 
plans to: 

e work in collaboration with 
other departments and 
agencies to develop a new 
Canadian Biotechnology 
Strategy that will take 
account of economic, 
environmental and societal 
issues, and in this context 
develop a health 
Biotechnology Strategy; 


strengthen the provision of 
expert information and 
knowledge to other federal 
authorities responsible for 
conducting environmental 
assessments, to a mediator or 
to a review panel in relation to 
a project, as legislated by the 
Canadian Environmental 
Assessment Act; 


transfer First Nations and 
Inuit health programs 
currently provided or 
managed by Medical Services 
Branch to First Nations 
control at a pace acceptable to 
First Nations in order to 
improve the responsiveness of 
programs to the changing 
needs of First Nations and 
Inuit people; 
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encourage First Nations and 
Inuit communities and 
organizations to establish 
their own sustainable 
development health goals; 


manage the Canadian 
contribution to the 
development of a globally 
harmonized chemical 
classification and compatible 
labeling system for toxic 
substances; 


harmonize regulatory 
approaches, where possible, 
with international standards 
to increase efficiency and 
effectiveness while ensuring 
that health and the 
environment are not 
compromised and Canada is 
not economically 
disadvantaged; 


maintain membership and 
active participation in national 
and international standards 
organizations contributing to 
food and environmental 
safety, including the Codex 
Alimentarius, the Association 
of Official Analytical Chemists 
(AOAC), and the International 
Union of Pure and Applied 
Chemistry (IUPAC); 


include sustainable 
development principles in

The Workplace Hazardous Materials 
Information System (WHMIS) is _ 
exemplary of the partnership approach — 
that can be taken between government _ 
and other sectors of society.

However, further work 
is needed to ensure that all 
departmental activities maximize 
opportunities for progress on 
sustainable development. In addition, 
Health Canada recognizes that it has 
an important role to play in fostering 
sustainable development. 


Health Canada recognizes that its 
physical operations may affect the 
environment and human health. 
For example, the Department's 
laboratories, hospitals, other health 
facilities, warehouse and storage 
facilities house a wide range of 
hazardous materials and hazardous 
wastes. These materials include 
chemical, radioactive and biological 
substances and human anatomical 
and non-anatomical wastes, which 
are systematically managed to prevent 
environmental damage. 


If maintaining and improving health 
is integral to sustainable 
development, then a key 
consideration in designing programs 
to mitigate environmental or 
economic problems must be the 
health of the population, including 
sub-groups within the population. 
Similarly, environmental and 
economic considerations must be 
taken into account when designing 
programs to mitigate health 


The Departments facilities are in a 
state of constant change as new 
facilities are constructed and 
existing facilities are modified, 
renovated, transferred or 
decommissioned. In addition, the 
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Department, through its diverse 
grant and contribution programs, 
may fund in whole or in part the 
construction or acquisition of 
facilities and may grant permits or 
approvals for such acquisitions. 
Under the Canadian Environmental 
Assessment Act, an assessment of 
physical works and activities in 
relation to land and buildings is 
required to identify their potential 
environmental impacts. 


In recognition of the need for 
environmental protection, the 
Department plans to continue its 
efforts to reduce the adverse impacts 
of its physical operations on the 
environment by: 


3 developing a more systematic 
approach to managing the 
environmental aspects of 
its physical operations; 


further reducing 
environmental impacts in the 
operation of its facilities; 


further reducing 
environmental risks from 
hazardous materials and 
ozone-depleting substances; 


reducing motor vehicle fleet 
emissions; and 


encouraging managers to buy 
‘green’ products and services 
(e.g., recycled paper). 
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Specific actions that the Department 
intends to take to integrate 
sustainable development into its 
decision-making and physical 
operations are summarized in 
Appendix C. 


2.2 Measuring Performance 


Performance measures are a means of 
monitoring the Department's progress 
in achieving the actions described in 
this document. Information on 
performance measures will also be 
useful in the development of the next 
Sustainable Development Strategy, 
three years from now, as required by 
the amendments to the Auditor 
General Act. 


Over the years, Health Canada has 
developed considerable expertise in 
developing and monitoring indicators 
of human health and well-being that 
will be useful in the monitoring and 
assessment of sustainable 
development. The National Health 
Surveillance System (NHSS) text box 
under Environmentally Related 
Disease Surveillance and Control 
in Theme 2 is an example of the 
Department's work on monitoring 
and surveillance of human diseases. 
The performance measures to be 
used by Health Canada will have the 
following key features:

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Appendix A The Global Imperative of 
Sustainable Development 


Why Sustainable Development is lmportant 


Why has sustainable development become such a global imperative? 

Health has improved significantly throughout the 20th century in the 
developing world. In 1990, life expectancy at birth in developing countries 
was sixty-three years, an increase of twenty-three years from life 

expectancy in 1950 (World Health Organization, 1995) and in 1993, the 
World Bank commented that “Health conditions around the world have 
improved more in the past forty years than in all previous human history” 
(World Bank, 1993). Much of this improvement has resulted from 
economic and social development, which has relied on the use and 
depletion of natural resources. 


Estimates of recoverable reserves of oil, gas and coal suggest that at 
current rates of consumption these resources will be depleted in the 

next 40, 50 and 200 years, respectively (World Resources Institute, 

1994). At the same time, emissions of carbon dioxide and sulfur dioxide 
continue to increase, probably causing global climate change and 
ecosystem acidification, respectively. Large areas of land are being 
despoiled and nearly a sixth of the world’s vegetated area has suffered 

soil degradation in the last forty-five years (Brown et al., 1996). Species 

are becoming extinct at an unprecedented rate and in Canada, 243 

species, sub-species or populations are now at risk (Environment 

Canada, 1996). Perhaps most alarmingly, supplies of freshwater are 

falling in many regions of the world including the USA, India, China, 
Africa, Europe and the Middle East (Brown et al., 1996). In other words, 
the same economic development that has contributed to our overall level of 
health and well-being has also caused adverse environmental effects. 
Furthermore, these adverse environmental effects may in turn pose risks to 
human health (see Section 1.5). 


It is clear that present global trends towards increasing consumption and 
population growth cannot continue indefinitely. And yet, we need continued 
economic and social development to enable the four-fifths of the world’s 
population currently living in poverty to attain a reasonable standard of 
living, and this development must be sustainable over the long term to allow 
future generations to meet their needs. What is needed now is a different 
type of economic development: development that can still maintain and 
enhance health, without further degrading the environment.

What is Global Change 
and how does it relate to 
human health and sustainability? 


Improvements in health conditions around the world in the last half of this 
century have exceeded those in all previous human history. This has been 
largely achieved through unprecedented economic, social and scientific 
development. Yet these improvements in human health are being threatened 
by ever increasing utilization of natural resources and the subsequent impact 
on the environment. Prominent among the environmental changes are those 
that occur on a global scale, e.g., stratospheric ozone depletion, 
environmental pollution, global warming and rising sea levels, and we must — 
anticipate that they will affect human health. Today, the impact of these 
changes on human health can only be estimated in general terms. 


: Depletion of stratospheric ozone leads to an increase in UVB radiation. 
As a result of higher exposure to UVB radiation there could be a rise in 


the incidence of skin cancer, cataracts and effects on the immune 
system. 


Ground-level ozone is hazardous to human health and prolonged 
exposure can lead to emphysema and other lung diseases. Ground- 
level ozone is formed from nitrogen oxides and volatile organic 
compounds released into the air from burning of fossil fuel and oe 
the production of petrochemicals. 


Inhalation of air polluted with sulfuric and nitric acid can cause 
breathing difficulties and prolonged exposure can contribute to chronic 
pulmonary diseases. Sulfur and nitrogen oxides, released into the air 
from the burning of coal and from motor vehicle emissions, form 
sulfuric and nitric acids and can travel long distances before being 
deposited. They also can affect human health indirectly by causing 
increased levels of toxic metals in water. 


Scientists warn of far reaching global climate changes caused by 
increasing levels of greenhouse gases. Carbon dioxide and methane 
levels are rising due to growth in human and domestic animal 
populations, greater demand and use of fossil fuels, deforestation, 
altered land use and industrial activity. 


It is predicted that global warming will bring changes to average 
temperatures, rainfall and atmospheric circulation patterns, forcing 
shifts in world agricultural practices and causing disruption of 
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present patterns of food supply and distribution, and relocation of 
populations. Rising sea water levels could lead to salinization. ground 
water shortages and threats of contamination of drinking water. 


Also, one of the most prevalent human health impacts of global 
warming for Canada will be heat stress seen in large southern urban 
areas. Increases in body core temperature during lengthy periods of 
extreme heat may cause the number of heat-related deaths and 


hospitalizations to rise significantly in cities such as Toronto, Montreal 
and Ottawa. 


If average temperatures increase in northern North America, we may 
experience insect-borne diseases that we now associate with warmer 
climates, such as malaria, dengue fever and encephalitis. 


_ Finding solutions to the problems resulting from global change is not easy. 
The interrelationship of the factors that cause global environmental changes 
is complex, and in many cases the relative contribution of various causes 
continues to be investigated. Nevertheless, the global scale of the changes 
and their impacts requires that cost-effective measures be taken even with 
a lack of full scientific certainty. 


It must also be realized, however, that the impact of potential solutions is 
also complex. Improvements in one area can lead to trade-offs in other 
areas. A simple example is the elimination of CFCs, one of the major causes 
of depletion of stratospheric ozone. The use of CFCs in asthma medications 
cannot be eliminated until suitable replacements are developed and 
approved because of the immediate health impact on asthma patients. The 
need for more complex balancing can be anticipated in other areas. 


The short-term and long-term effects on all health determinants, including 
the environment and the economy, must be considered in arriving at 
solutions if we are to achieve sustainable development.

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Here in Canada, we have an abundance of natural resources, including 
forests, fresh water, minerals, metals and agricultural land. Over the years, 
we have used these resources to develop a dynamic and competitive economy. 
At the same time, we have used our wealth to develop our social resources 
and to build a caring society with universal health care and education as well 
as a broad range of community services. This combination of resource wealth 
and a strong caring ethic has resulted in a quality of life that is envied around 
the world: in 1997, for the fourth consecutive year, Canada was placed first 
in the world by the United Nations Human Development Index. At a 
population level, Canadians are now among the healthiest people in the world 
and our life expectancy is one of the longest in the world. Furthermore, our 
health status is continuing to improve. Canadians are living longer, fewer 
infants are dying in the first year of life and early deaths due to heart disease 
and injuries have declined (Advisory Committee on Population Health, 1996). 


Despite these achievements, we have fallen short in some areas. Canada’s 
northern latitude, large land mass and widely distributed population result 
in relatively high per capita use of energy and water and we produce more 
wastes and emit more carbon dioxide per capita than do most other 
countries. In addition, there are still significant health inequities in Canada. 
For example, the life expectancy of First Nations and Inuit people is less than 
the Canadian average by over seven 
Life Expectancy, 1993 years. Rates of some communicable 
diseases, suicide, accidents and 
injuries are higher in First Nations 
Japan and Inuit people than in other

Appendix B Departmental Profile 


Mandate 


Health Canada’s mandate is specified in the Department of Health Act. 
This Act defines the Department's roles and responsibilities for protecting 
and promoting health and preventing disease and illness. 


Federal statutes, for which the Department is responsible in whole or in part, 
include the Canada Health Act, Canadian Environmental Protection Act, 
Controlled Drugs and Substances Act, Department of Health Act, Food and 
Drugs Act, Hazardous Products Act, Pest Control Products Act, Quarantine 
Act, Radiation Emitting Devices Act, and the Tobacco Act. Appendix E 
identifies all federal statutes for which the Department is responsible in 
whole or in part as well as those in which it is involved. 


In general terms, Health Canada is responsible for health protection, 
promotion and prevention activities, as well as supporting the health 

care system through funding for research and through technical 

support of provincial health systems. The Department protects the 

health of Canadians by identifying, assessing and managing the health and 
safety risks associated with food, drugs, pest control products, the 
environment, medical devices, chemicals and consumer products. It 
monitors, investigates and prevents the spread of human disease. The 
Department also provides health services to designated groups such as First 
Nations and Inuit, federal public servants, Canadian civil aviation personnel, 
and Canadians in need of emergency health and social services in cases of 
national civilian disasters. 


Business Lines and Organization 


Health Canada is comprised of five branches: Health Protection Branch, 
Medical Services Branch, Health Promotion and Programs Branch, Policy 
and Consultation Branch and Corporate Services Branch. In addition, the 
Pest Management Regulatory Agency (PMRA) was established in the 
Department to consolidate federal resources and responsibilities for pest 
management regulation. These branches and the PMRA work collaboratively 
to deliver on key objectives and priorities under five mutually reinforcing 
business lines. 
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These business lines are: 
Management of Risks; 
Population Health; 
Aboriginal Health; 


Health System Support and Renewal; and 
Health Policy, Planning and Information.

The main activities of the Department's business lines are as follows: 


; Management of Risks: Activities under this business line protect 
Canadians from current and emerging health risks. The Department 
plays a unique national role in minimizing the health risks posed by 
food, drugs, cosmetics, chemicals, medical and radiation-emitting 
devices, potentially hazardous consumer products and infectious 
diseases. With the establishment of the Pest Management Regulatory 
Agency, the Department now has responsibility for all aspects of the 
regulation of pest control products at the federal level, including 
management of health and environmental risks. 
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The Laboratory Center for 
Disease Control and the 
Pan American Health Organization 


The theme of World Health Day, April 7, 1997, was ‘A Global Alert, a 
Global Response’ to promote the early warning of and rapid response to 
resurgent and new emerging infectious diseases. For example, cholera has 
returned to the western hemisphere, causing more than one million cases 
of disease and 11,000 deaths in Latin America alone since 1991. In 
addition, food- and water-borne pathogens such as Salmonella and 
Shigella continue to pose a threat to millions of children, especially in view 
of increased resistance to antibiotics. 


The Laboratory Center for Disease Control (LCDC) in collaboration with the 
Pan American Health Organization (PAHO) launched in November 1996 a 
joint LCDC-PAHO Surveillance for Enteric Pathogens (pertaining to the 
small intestine). The goals are to strengthen the capabilities of Latin 
American collaborators to implement an effective preventive and control 
program related to Salmonella, Shigella and Vibrio cholera and their 
antibiotic resistance. 


The initial challenge is to standardize methodology used _for laboratory 
testing, including methods and tools used for collecting epidemiological 
data. It is anticipated that a network of national reference laboratories in 
the Americas will be established and the laboratory, as well as the 
epidemiological surveillance system will be strengthened.

With other partners in health, the Department uses a scientific 
approach to assess and manage risks to the general population, and 
plays an important role in determining the health risks associated 
with natural and artificial environments, and in acting to improve 
the health and well-being of Canadians as they are affected by those 
environments. 


Other key activities focus on environmental health, including health 
in the work place and threats posed by diseases, and natural and 
civilian disasters. 
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Pest Management Regulatory Agency 


The goal of the Pest Management Regulatory Agency (PMRA) is to protect 
human health and the environment while supporting the competitiveness of 
agriculture, forestry, other resource sectors and manufacturing. The PMRA 
is responsible for providing access to pest management tools, while 
minimizing risks to human and environmental health. The Agency is also 
dedicated to integrating the principles of sustainability into Canada’s pest 
management regulatory regime. The Alternatives Division was established 
within the PMRA to provide focus, lead and support for issues and activities 
related to sustainability. 


Pest control products differ from many other substances that enter the 
environment in that they are not by-products of a process, but are released 
intentionally for a specific purpose. Although their biological effects are 
what make most pest control products valuable to society, these effects can 
also pose risks to human and environmental health. For this reason, the 
Pest Control Products Act and other policies affecting pesticides recognize 
and consider the environmental risks in addition to the human health risks. 
The value of each product is also considered in the regulatory process. 
Thus, the integration of social (including health), environmental and 
economic considerations is fundamental to the business of the PMRA. 


Sustainable Pest Management Strategies 


The PMRA is applying the concept of sustainable development to its area of 
activity by defining sustainable pest management systems as ones that 
meet society’s needs for human health protection, food and fibre production — 
and resource utilization; conserve or enhance natural resources and the 
quality of the environment for future generations; and are economically 
viable. The Agency is fostering sustainability in the context 

of pest management by facilitating access to reduced-risk chemical and 
biopesticide products and by coordinating the development of long-term 
sustainable pest management strategies in a variety of user sectors. 


The PMRA, in partnership with the Canadian Horticultural Council and 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada and other stakeholders, promoted the 
use of Integrated Pest Management for controlling late blight, a serious 
disease of potatoes. An Overview Document and Fact Sheet on 
management of late blight were prepared with the participation of 
representatives of the federal and provincial governments, national 
associations, growers and pesticide manufacturers, the US Environmental 
Protection Agency and US National Potato Council. 
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Population Health: This business line covers a wide range of 
existing programs that focus on reducing health inequalities 
and supporting programs in partnership with the provinces 

and others that will improve the health of disadvantaged groups. 


The Population Health business line responds to compelling evidence 
that health is influenced by various social, biological and economic 
factors outside the health care system, and that further gains to the 
health of Canadians must take these factors into consideration. This 
business line promotes preventive and positive action on health 
determinants that affect the population as a whole, or specific ‘at- 
risk’ population groups. 


The Population Health business line recognizes that economic, social 
and educational factors influence the health and well-being of the 
Canadian population. This business line currently supports 
initiatives related to seniors and children, and special strategies in 
breast cancer, AIDS, tobacco, drug and alcohol abuse and family 
violence. 


Health Promotion 
and the Physical Environment 


Population health is dependent on the physical environment, which is 
composed of natural and built environments. As the context for living, both 
affect human health. . 


“The physical factors in the natural environment, such as air, water and 
soil quality are key influences on health. Factors in the human-built 
environment, such as housing, workplace safety, community and road 
design are also important influences.” (Strategies for Population Health: 


Investing in the Health of Canadians). 


A goal of health promotion is to facilitate both individual and collective 
actions to improve health while protecting and preserving the environment. 
By facilitating partnerships for collective action, developing leadership 
capacity and promoting public awareness and education, and knowledge 
development and dissemination, the Department influences both 
individuals and the environment. 
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Two activities at the Health Promotion and Programs Branch that have 
addressed the challenge of sustainable development are the Active Living 
and the Environment Program (ALEP) and the Community Animation — 
Program (CAP). They were initiated under the Green Plan but have 2 
continued tneougn reallocation of funding. 


The physical environment is a key determinant of active living, influencing 
daily choices and opportunities for physical activity. Promoting natural and 
built environments for active living is a key initiative in the renewed Fitness 
Program five-year plan. The mandate is to support and encourage Canadians 
to engage in more responsible, active and healthy outdoor physical activities - 
that are environmentally friendly and to enhance their collective capacity to 
preserve or create quality environments for active living. 


Under the renewed ALEP resources have been dedicated to support priority 

areas, such as active transportation and safe, healthy environments for 
active living. The development and delivery of these initiatives occur through 
partnerships with key NGOs like Active Living - Go For Green; Federation of 
Canadian Municipalities - 20% Club; Canadian Institute of Planners; 
Canadian Association of Health, Physical Education, Recreation and Dance 
(CAHPERD); other federal departments like Environment Canada and 
Transport Canada; and provincial and territorial governments. 


CAP is jointly managed by the regional offices of Health Canada and 
Environment Canada. It contributes to the development of sustainable 
communities by increasing the capacity of communities to take action on 
issues related to health and environment. CAP aims to provide better 
linkages and efforts on health and the environment through a coordinated 
approach among federal, municipal and provincial governments, 
associations and NGOs. 


Aboriginal Health: The primary responsibility for the 
management of this business line lies with the Medical Services 
Branch. MSB provides direct health care services to Registered 
Indians on reserve and to Inuit. 


This business line utilizes $1 billion in resources delivering: 
: drug, dental and other health benefits; 


community health initiatives, that is, community nursing, 
environmental health, substance abuse prevention and 
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treatment, and children’s initiatives: and 
community health facilities. 


MSB program activities are performed within the framework of the 
Branch’s mission, which affirms that “First Nations and Inuit people 
will have autonomy and control of their health programs and 
resources within a time frame to be determined in consultation with 
them.” 


This business line’s objectives are to: 
- assist First Nations and Inuit communities and people in 
addressing health inequalities and disease threats, and in 
attaining a level of health comparable to that of other 
Canadians; and 


ensure the availability of, or access to, health services for 
Registered Indians and Inuit.

The health of Aboriginal people continues to be significantly at risk. 
Unemployment rates, lack of education and welfare dependency are 
higher in First Nations communities, as is the incidence of violence, abuse 
and suicide. Aboriginal people are increasingly affected by conditions such 
as cancer and heart disease. 


Excerpt from the Royal Commission 
on Aboriginal Peoples 


Governments recognize that the health of a people is a matter of vital 
concern to its life, welfare, identity and culture and is therefore a core area 
for the exercise of self-government by Aboriginal nations. 


This business line is currently moving from the direct provision of 
health services to health care managed and delivered by First 
Nations and Inuit communities themselves. Underlying this 
transition is the overall goal of both Health Canada and First 
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Nations and Inuit communities to improve the health status of their 
community members to a level comparable to that of the rest of 
Canada. 


In 1996-97, this business line involved more than 35% of Health 
Canada’s employees. In addition, there were approximately 3,000 
band employees who provided services through contribution 
agreements. For the most part, management of these programs and 
services was decentralized through regional networks. Approximately 
600 health facilities are involved in First Nations and Inuit 
communities. 


Health Canada recognizes the special relationship that First Nations 
and Inuit people have with the environment. Under the Aboriginal 
Health business line, Medical Services Branch will work with First 
Nations and Inuit people to link sustainable development with 
Aboriginal concepts of health and the environment. 


Health System Support and Renewal: This business line 
aims to maintain universal access to appropriate health care, 
ease cost pressures on both the public and private sectors, and 

~ achieve a more integrated approach to health care, disease 
prevention and health protection and promotion. 


The Health System Support and Renewal business line provides 
support for leadership to all areas of Canada’s health system. 
Through knowledge and action across the Department, it supports 
the viability and affordability of medicare and a more appropriate 
balance in Canada’s health system, including health care, 
promotion, prevention and protection. The focus is on increasing 
system efficiency, effectiveness and sustainability in collaboration 
with the provinces and territories. 


Health Policy, Planning and Information: This business 
line consolidates the information and activities that are used 
across all business lines, such as surveillance, policy, 
research, legislation, consultation and planning, in a cohesive, 
cost-effective manner to deliver the federal government's 
health agenda and the core responsibilities of Health Canada. 
The focus of this business line is to strengthen Health 
Canada’s capacity to make and communicate evidence-based 
decisions. Information technologies will be the key to enabling 
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major advances in how knowledge and evidence are obtained 
and applied. 


Departmental Physical Operations 


Health Canada has approximately 6,300 employees and an annual operating 
budget of approximately $1.5 billion. It is responsible for over 750 custodial 
buildings and associated lands and for over 250 leased facilities across all 
provinces. The custodial buildings include laboratory, medical health and 
office facilities and the leased facilities are primarily office, warehouse and 
storage facilities. 


New Federal Laboratories for 
Health Canada and Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada 


Health Canada and Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada are constructing a 
joint federal laboratory facility in Winnipeg, Manitoba. The federal 
laboratories in this facility are designed to provide maximum biological 
security and containment with state-of-the-art technology and equipment 
to diagnose human and animal disease agents, to develop diagnostic tools 
and methods of control and eradication. 


The new Winnipeg laboratory is a critical element of the strengthened 
Public Health Intelligence Network. It will enable Canada to identify and 
conduct research on the most dangerous and contagious disease-causing 
agents. Similarly, Health Canada’s partner in this venture, Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada requires the capacity to analyze dangerous animal 
diseases that threaten Canada’s domestic agri-food industry. 


The facility will consist of laboratories at containment levels 2, 3 and 4. 
The bio-containment level 4 laboratories will provide the only maximum 
containment rooms in Canada. 


In spring 1998, Health Canada’s Bureau of Microbiology will begin 
operating from the laboratory in Winnipeg. On a national and international 
level, the Department's laboratory personnel contributes significantly to 
the understanding and control of disease and the new facility will be a 
significant resource in the handling of disease trends and issues which 
may affect Canadians now and in the future. 
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The Health Protection Branch operates thirteen laboratories. These include 
an animal laboratory, a number of microbiology laboratories, several 
chemical laboratories and a radio-pharmaceuticals and radio-isotopes 
laboratory. The Medical Services Branch has responsibility for five general 
hospitals, over seventy nursing stations and hundreds of health stations 

and health centres across the country, and for an occupational health 
sciences laboratory in the National Capital Region. Associated with the 
operation of these facilities are a large number of underground and 
aboveground storage tanks. These tanks are used as chemical dilution tanks, 
fuel storage tanks, transformer overflow tanks and chemical waste room 
drainage tanks. 


The Corporate Services Branch has the overall responsibility for the 
acquisition and maintenance of departmental facilities. In many regions, the 
Department contracts for maintenance services with Public Works and 
Government Services Canada and other organizations. The Department's 
facilities are in a state of constant change as new facilities are constructed 
and existing facilities are modified, renovated, transferred or 
decommissioned. In addition, the Department, through its diverse grant and 
contribution programs, may fund in whole or in part the construction or 
acquisition of facilities and may grant permits or approvals for such 
acquisitions. The Canadian Environmental Assessment Act requires an 
assessment of physical works and activities in relation to lands and buildings 
to identify their potential environmental impacts when the Department is the 
proponent of the project, pays for or guarantees payment for the project, 
sells, leases, transfers or otherwise disposes of lands, or takes any action 
(grants permit, licence, approval) to enable a project to be carried out. 


To prevent environmental damage, a wide range of hazardous materials and 
hazardous waste that may be found in the operations of the Health Protection 
Branch and the Medical Services Branch are systematically managed on an 
ongoing basis. For Health Protection Branch laboratories, this would include 
the storage and use of dangerous, hazardous, radioactive and controlled 
substances that, in part, through laboratory processes, are transformed into 
hazardous wastes; biohazards (micro-organisms, viruses, live and attenuated 
vaccines, animal cell cultures, used laboratory glass, syringes and needles, 
blades, scalpels, medication ampoules and other materials that may have 
come in contact with viruses or contagion); biomedical wastes (animal tissue 
and waste); atmospheric emissions from laboratory fume cabinets; waste 
water discharges from laboratory sinks, floor drains and other sources to 
municipal sewer systems; PCBs in large building transformers, other various 
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transformers, fluorescent light ballasts and in test materials and tissue 
samples; CFCs in building cooling systems (primarily a responsibility of 
Public Works and Government Services Canada) and in refrigeration units 
and centrifugal chillers; and HCFCs (halon) in fire suppression equipment. 


Within the Medical Services Branch operations, the hazardous materials and 
hazardous waste would include human anatomical waste; non-anatomical 
waste such as microbiology laboratory waste (micro-organism cultures, 
stocks and specimens, live and attenuated vaccines; human and animal cell 
cultures used for research and material that has come into contact with 
these), human blood and blood products, body fluids, dressings, linen, 
clothing and other items contaminated with blood and used laboratory glass, 
syringes and needles, laboratory blades, scalpels, medication ampoules; air 
emissions from medical waste and garbage incinerators, from fossil fuel fired 
boilers and from burn barrels; and other materials and waste such as drugs 
and medical supplies, medical and other gases, mercury from medical 
instruments and materials and substances considered to be environmental 
hazards in accordance with the Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act. 


The Department operates approximately 750 passenger cars and light 
trucks, primarily in the Medical Services Branch and the Health Protection 
Branch. In addition, there are large numbers of over-snow and all-terrain 
vehicles and boats operated by Medical Services Branch in the delivery of its 
services in the North.

During 1997 to 2000, the Department will undertake actions to integrate 
sustainable development into its decision-making and physical operations. 


Decision-making 


To foster the integration of sustainable development within Health Canada, the 
Department plans to: 


a. establish a departmental infrastructure for sustainable development 
that could include assigning responsibilities and accountability for 
sustainable development within the Department, integrating 
sustainable development into the planning framework of the 
Department, and increasing the overall awareness of sustainable 
development in Health Canada; 


develop or acquire required sustainable development assessment 
tools (e.g., Canadian Environmental Assessment Training Module 
for Environmental Assessment of Policies, Programs and Plans) 
and train appropriate employees in their use; and 


integrate sustainable development into departmental policies,

Physical Operations 


The Department plans to integrate sustainable development principles into its 
physical operations by:

be structured and resourced to accommodate an initial 
development and implementation phase and the ongoing 
maintenance phase; and 


be structured on the basis of priority environmental risk 
areas (such as underground storage tanks and 
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hazardous waste) and ‘green’ improvement opportunity 
areas (such as water and energy conservation), referred to 
in ISO 14004 terminology as environmental aspects. 


(2) formalizing the environmental assessment of physical projects 
it undertakes or otherwise enables by 1999-00. 


reducing environmental impacts in the operation of departmental 
facilities by: 


(1) identifying all departmental contaminated sites and preparing a 
remediation action plan by 2000-01; 


(2) reducing the overall amount of electric, natural gas, heating oil, 
steam and chilled water energy and water consumption in 
departmental custodial laboratories and hospitals; 


establishing baselines for non-hazardous wastes in all major 
departmental facilities (i.e., those with waste removal contracts) 
and develop targets and action plan for reduction by recycling 
and composting by 1998-99; 


developing an action plan to meet or exceed all applicable 
statutes, regulations, standards and guidelines for all 
underground and aboveground storage tanks by 1998-99; and 


meeting all applicable municipal, provincial, territorial 
standards for waste water discharge from all major 
departmental facilities by 1998-99. 


reducing environmental risks from departmental hazardous materials 
and waste and ozone-depleting substances by: 


(1) incorporating sustainable development into its Health 
Protection Branch laboratory operations by reducing solvent 
use, better managing laboratory waste, reducing the use of 
animals in research and by rationalizing laboratory operations; 


and 
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developing by 1998-99 an action plan to eliminate or reduce the 
departmental use of ozone-depleting substance-based 
refrigeration and cooling equipment with due consideration for 
equipment life cycle. 


reducing motor vehicle fleet emissions by: 


(1) reducing greenhouse gas emissions from its motor vehicles by 
30% relative to 1996-97 levels by the year 2000 in accordance 
with the Emissions Reductions from Federal Operations (ERFO) 
initiative; 


acquiring motor vehicles capable of operating on alternative 
fuels in percentages not less than 50% in 1997-98, 60% in 
1998-99 and 75% in 1999-00, where cost effective and 
operationally feasible; and 


using alternative fuels in the operation of all motor vehicles 
capable of operating on such fuel, where cost effective and 
operationally feasible. 


‘greening’ departmental procurement by introducing tools and 
guidelines to help managers to buy ‘green’ products and services and 
develop, if feasible, an action plan to implement processes for 
monitoring and reporting the extent of ‘green’ procurement by 
March 1999. 


Appendix D Health Canada 


Stakeholder Review Process 


Sustainable development is a shared responsibility. In recognition of this 
shared responsibility, the Department sought the perspectives of its clients, 
partners and other stakeholders in the development of its Strategy. 


To achieve this, the Department distributed copies of its draft Strategy to 
approximately 400 targeted clients, partners and other stakeholders together 
with a request to complete a questionnaire and an invitation to participate in 
an information and discussion session. The departmental stakeholders were 
identified by the individual branches of the Department to ensure 
representation in each of the departmental business lines (see Appendix B). 
Copies of the draft Strategy were also distributed to all federal government 
departments for comment or information, as applicable. In addition, Health 
Canada employees provided input to and were invited to provide comments on 
the draft Strategy. The draft Strategy was also posted on the Health Canada 
World-Wide Web site, accompanied by a questionnaire, for general access. 


Six information and discussion sessions were held: Halifax, Montréal, Ottawa, 
Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver. A separate discussion session was held in 
Ottawa specifically for representatives of First Nations organizations. 


Comments and opinions expressed by the Department's clients, partners and 
other stakeholders by means of completed questionnaires, letters or through 
participation at the information and discussion sessions were carefully 
analyzed by departmental representatives and the draft Strategy was revised as 
appropriate and where possible. 


Health Canada is preparing a summary report of the analysis of the comments 
and opinions expressed on its draft Strategy. Subsequent to the tabling of the 
Strategy in the House of Commons, a copy of the tabled Strategy, together with 
the summary report, will be forwarded to those who submitted a completed 
questionnaire or other written comments or opinions or participated in one of 
the information and discussion sessions.
